in  effect,  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor,  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  of  said  incumbent. 

The  members  of  said  Commission  shall  re- 
eeive  such  compensation  as  may  from  year  to 
year  be  fixed  by  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates.  A 
majority  of  the  members  of  said  Commission 
shall  be  a  lawful  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  at  any  meetings  thereof  and  the  chair- 
man of  said  Commission  shall  preside  over  said 
meetings  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  imposed  upon  him  by  this  Ordinance  or  any 
other  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  as  may  be  assigned 
to  him  by  said  Commission.  As  soon  as  the 
appointed  members  of  said  Commission  shall 
have  qualified,  they  shall,  with  the  Mayor  and 
the  Harbor  Engineer  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
acting  as  members  ex-officio,  organize  by  the 
election  of  a  secretary,  not  a  member  of  said 
Commission.  The  Secretary  -hall  enter,  in  a 
well  hound  book  and  can  fully  preserve,  neat. 
legible  and  accurate  minutes  of  all  meetings  of 
said  Commission  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  usually  appertain  to  the  office  of  sec- 
retary of  a  private  corporation,  or  as  are  im- 
posed upon  him  by  this  ordinance  or  any  other 
ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  tin- 
City  of  Baltimore,  or  as  may  be  assigned  to  him 
by  said  Commission.  He  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  may  be  fixed  from  year  t<>  year 
by  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates.  The  said  Com- 
mission   is  hereby  authorized   to  purchase  office 
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equipment  and  furniture  and  to  procure  an  office 
or  offices  for  the  transaction  of  its  business.  All 
sessions  or  meetings  of  said  Commission,  except 
executive  sessions,  shall  be  open  to  the  public 
and  all  its  records  shall  be  public  records,  and 
annually  the  said  Commission  shall  make  to  the 
Mayor  a  detailed  report  of  all  its  transactions 
and  expenditure  and  the  status  of  the  funds 
under  its  control. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  fm  ther  ordained, 
that  the  said  Commission  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  appoint  01  employ  profes- 
sional or  technical  advisers  and  experts,  includ- 
ing architects  and  engineers,  and  such  agents, 
assistants,  clerks,  employes  and  laborers,  skilled 
and  unskilled,  of  all  kinds  as  it  may  deem  re- 
quisite for  the  due  and  proper  execution  of  the 
duties  devolved  upon  it  by  this  ordinance,  and 
to  fix  and  change  from  time  to  time,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  entered 
upon  its  minutes,  their  respective  compensations 
and  to  remove  or  discharge  them  for  cause,  and 
to  exact  from  them  such  indemnity  bonds  for 
the  proper  and  faithful  performance  of  their  re- 
spective duties  as  it  may  deem  proper.  The  said 
Commission  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  frame,  publish  and  enforce  such  reason- 
able rule.-  and  regulations  for  its  government, 
and  for  the  supervision,  protection,  management 
and  conduct  of  its  work  as  it  may  deem  expe- 
dient; to  make  and  enter  into  in  the  name  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  14 
and  15  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  any 
and  all  contracts,  agreements  or  stipulations 
germane  to  the  scope  of  its  duties  and  powers 
under  this  ordinance. 
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Section    3.     And    be    it    further    ordained, 
that  the  said  Commission  be,  and  it  is.  hereby 

clothed  with  the  rower  and  authority  to  expend 
the  proceeds  <  f  the  loan  and  to  make  the  public 
improvements  provided  for  by  Chapter  560  of 
the  Acts  of  L920,  viz.:  to  develop,  extend  and 
improve  the  Harbor  of  Baltimore  and  its  fieili- 
ties  by  the  purchase  of  such  lands  and  other 
property,  the  construction,  equipment  and  es- 
tablishment of  such  extensions,  alterations  or 
changes  in  the  public  wharves,  docks  and 
piers  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the  con- 
struction, equipment  and  establishment  of 
new  public  wharves,  docks  and  piers  and 
such  warehouses,  sheds,  structures  and  build- 
ings as  may  be  deemed  proper  and  desir- 
able, in  the  judgment  of  said  Commission.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  improvements  shall  be 
undertaken  until  the  said  Commission  shall  have 
recommended  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate- and  have  set  forth  in  said  recommenda- 
tion the  character  of  the  improvements  to  be 
made,  the  cost  thereof,  the  terms  upon  which  the 
property  improved  shall  be  rented,  based  or 
otherwise  let  or  conveyed  and  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates shall  have  approved  said  recommendation 
and  entered  into  a  binding  contract  for  i  period 
of  not  less  than  ten  years,  -<  cured  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Board  of  Estimates  for  the  ren- 
tal of  the  pro]  i  rty  so  acquired  or  to  be  acquired, 
improved  or  to  be  improved  at  an  annual  rental 
charge  equal  t.»  or  greater  than  the  sum  of  the 
annual  interest  on  the  expenditure  for  the  ac- 
quisition, construction  or  improvement  of  said 
I  roperty  and  tin  annual  sinking  or  retirement 
fund  charged  thereon:  and  should  the  construc- 
tion or  improvement  be  upon  or  appurtenant  t<> 
land  or  other  property  now  owned  by  the  City, 
the  appraised  value  of  such  land  or  other  prop- 
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erty  shall  be  included  by  the  Board  of  Estimates 
as  a  part  of  the  cost  of  construction  or  improve- 
ment. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  when  and  so  often  as  resort  shall  be  had 
by  the  Commission  created  by  this  Ordinance 
to  condemnation  proceedings,  the  procedure  shall 
be  such  as  may  now  or  at  any  time  hereafter  be 
provided  for  by  any  statute  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  or  by  any  lawful  ordinance  of  the 
.Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  for  the 
condemnation  of  any  land  or  property  or  inter- 
est therein,  or  such  as  may  be  provided  for  the 
very  purpose  by  any  lawful  ordinance  of  said 
Mayoi  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  direct  any  officer,  department  head, 

Board  or  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  to  furnish  the  Commission 
hereby  created  with  such  maps,  plats,  plans, 
data,  information,  reports  and  advice  as  may  be 
required  or  be  of  service  to  said  Commission; 
and  the  Mayor  is  further  authorized  to  assign 
from  time  to  time  from  any  department  or  sub- 
d<  partment,  any  engineer,  agent,  or  employe 
thereof  to  said  Commission,  to  do  such  work 
and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  of  service  to 
said  Commission;  and  to  direct  any  department 
or  sub-department  to  co-operate  with  and  assist

Section  7.  And  be  it  f milter  ordaMied3 
that  while  the  work  authorized  by  this  ordi- 
nance is  being  done  by  said  Commission,  the  re- 
spective duties  and  powers  of  the  several  city 
officials,  in  their  relations  to  the  public  improve- 
ments hereby  authorized  to  be  made,  shall,  sub- 
ject to  the  duties  and  powers  hereby  conferred 
upon  said  Commission,  continue  as  at  present, 
ami  said  Commission  \>  hereby  authorized,  as 
its  work  progresses  to  turn  over  from  time  to 
time,  in  its  discretion,  such  completed  portion 
ot  -aid  public  improvements,  as  it  may  see  fit, 
to  the  charge,  superintendence  and  control  of  the 
proper  city  officials.  Upon  the  expenditure  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  loan  authorized  by  Chapter 
560  of  the  Acts  of  1920,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  l.i  approved  by  the  voters  of  Baltimore  City 
a*  required  by  Section  7  of  Article  11  of  the 
<<  astitution  of  Maryland,  or  upon  the  expendi- 
ture of  any  future  loan  or  loans  authorized  and 
approved  for  the  acquisition  of  property  and  the 
construction  of  improvements  as  authorized  by 
this  ordinance,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Commission  herebv  created  shall  cease,  and  the 
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Improvements  constructed  or  made  by  it,  so  far 
as  they  have  not  already  been  surrendered  to  the 
charge,  superintendence  and  control  of  the  prop- 
er city  officials,  shall  be  then  so  surrendered; 
and  at -the  same  time  all  the  records,  writings 
and  papers  of  said  Commission  shall  be  delivered 
up  to  the  City  Librarian,  to  be  preserved  in  his 
office,  and  all  other  property  and  effects  in  its 
possession  shall  be  delivered  to  the  City  Comp- 
troller, to  be  disposed  of  by  him  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  ordinance. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  onhiined, 
that  the  said  Commission  may  itself  do  any  part 
or  pa  its  of  the  work  authorized  to  be  done  under 
this  ordinance,  under  such  conditions  in  every 
respect  as  it  may  prescribe,  by  day  labor. 

Section    '.>.     And    be    it    further    ordained, 

that  if  any  ordinance  providing  for  the  issue  of 
City  Stock,  under  the  authority  conferred  by 
Chapter  560  of  the  Acts  of  1920,  shall  not  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  the 
time  and  place  fixed  by  said  ordinance  or  ordi- 
nances, as  required  by  Section  7  of  Article  11 
of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland,  the  Commis- 
sion shall,  nevertheless,  have  all  the  powers  and 
perform  all  the  duties  conferred  upon  it  by  this 
ordinance  with  reference  to  the  expenditure  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  is-uc  of  any  stock  authorized 
l.y  -aid  Act,  the  issue  of  which  has  been  pro- 
vided for  by  Ordinance,  which  Ordinance  has 
been  submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of  Baltimore 
City  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by 
said  Ordinance,  and  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  at  such  time  and  place,  as  required 
by  Section  7  of  Article  11  of  the  Constitution 
of  Marvland. 
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Section  10.  And  be  It  further  ordained, 
that  the  rentals  or  revenues  accruing  and  due 
from  time  to  time1  upon  the  property  and  im- 
provements acquired  or  constructed  by  the  said 
Port  Development  Commission,  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  collected 
by  the  Comptroller  of  Baltimore  City  and  by 
him  turned  over  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  of  Baltimore  City,  who  shall  deposit  the

An  ordinance  to  add  a  new  Section  to  Article  12  oi 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1893,  being  Article  14 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1906  to  .follow  Sec- 
tion 42  of  said  Article,  to  be  known  as  Section  i'S, 
and  to  Prohibit  the  Pumping  or  Discharging  of 
Bilge  Water,  Waste  Water  or  Drainage  containing 
Oil,  Xaptha,  Benzine  and  Gasoline  into  the  Harbor 
of  Baltimore,  or  on  or  upon  the  Piers  or  Wharves 
in  said  Harbor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  a  new  sec- 
tion be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  added  to  Arti- 
cle 12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1893,  being- 
Article  14  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1906, 
to  follow  Section  12  of  said  Article  to  be  known 
as  Section  13,  and  to  read  as.  follows: 

43.  The  owner,  master  or  person  in  charge 
of  any  boat,  vessel,  barge  or  watercraft  in  the 
Harbor  of  Baltimore,  and  the  owner,  tenant  or 
occupant  of  any  land,  premises,  pier,  wharf  or 
warehouse  on  or  adjacent  to  the  Harbor  of  Bal- 
timore, or  his  agents,  shall  not  allow  to  be 
pumped,  discharged,  flow  into,  or  in  any  man- 
ner whatsoever  escape  into  the  waters  of  the 
Harbor  of  Baltimore  from  said  boat,  vessel, 
barge  or  watercraft,  or  from  said  land,  premises, 
pier,  wharf  or  warehouse,  or  on  or  upon  any 
pier  or  wharf  in  said  Harbor,  any  bilge  water, 
waste  water  or  drainage  in  which  there  is  oil, 
naphtha,  benzine  or  gasoline.  Any  person  vio- 
lating the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  thall  be 
subject  to  a  line  of  not  less  than  $10.00,  nor 
more  than  $100.00. 

Section  2.  And  be  if  further  ordained. 
that  all  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
be.  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

of  school  house  sites  and  the  construction  of  school 
buildings  and  additions  to  existing  school  buildings, 
and  of  the  repair,  improvement  and  reconstruction 
of  existing  school  buildings;  of  the  construction  of 
additions  and  extensions  of  the  sanitary  sewerage 
and  storm  water  drainage  systems,  including  alter- 
ations, repairs  and  improvements  of  the  existing 
plant  and  its  appurtenances;  and  also  to  acquire 
by  purchase  or  condemnation  any  sanitary  or  storm 
water  sewer  or  sewerage  disposal  plants  as  pro- 
vided in  Chapter  82  of  the  Acts  of  1918;  of  con- 
demning, opening,  widening,  straightening,  closing, 
grading  and  paving  streets,  avenues  and  alleys,  in- 
cluding the  construction  of  the  necessary  bridges; 
of  developing  and  improving  the  Harbor  of  Balti- 
more, including  the  acquisition  of  sites  and  the 
construction  of  wharves,  docks,  piers,  warehouses 
and  the  construction  of  bridges  over  navigable 
waters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Harbor  Board 
of  Baltimore  City;  of  the  construction  of  additions 
and  extensions  of  the  conduit  system  of  Baltimore 
City;  of  the  acquisition  of  sites  and  the  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  repair  and  improvement  of  po- 
lice stations  and  tire  Engine  House  and  the  improve- 
ment of  the  police  and  fire  departments  of  Baltimore 
City  :  and  providing  the  amounts  to  be  expended  for 
said  purposes  in  Baltimore  City  as  it  existed  prior  to 
Chapter  82  of  the  Acts  of  1918  and  in  the  territory 
annexed  to  Baltimore  City  by  said  Act.  all  as  au- 
thorized by  said  Act  of  Assembly. 

Whereas,  by  an  Act  of  the  Genera]  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  passed  at  its  January  Session  in 
the  year  1920,  Chapter  373,  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to  issue  [ts 
stock  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Twenty-six 
Million  Dollars  ($26,000,000)  in  the  manner 
and  on  the  terms  therein  set  forth,  the  proceeds 
thereof  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  defraying

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
a  rid  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  be,  and  they  are,  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the  registered 
stock  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  the  amount  of 
Twenty-six  Million  Dollars  ($26,000,000)  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  same  may  be  required  for 
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the  purposes  hereinbefore  named;  and  the  said 
stock  shall  be  sold  by  the  said  Commissioners  of 
Finance  from  time  to  time,  and  at  such  times 
as  shall  be  requisite,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  said  -rock  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  here- 
inbefore named,  provided  that  this  Ordinance 
shall  not  go  into  effect  unless  it  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  legal 
voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  east  at  the  time 
and  place  hereinafter  designated  by  this  Ordi- 
nance.

and  the  improvement  of  the  police  and  fire  de- 
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partments  of  Baltimore  City,  of  which  amount 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  ($250,000) 
dollars  shall  be  expended  in  Baltimore  City  as 
it  existed  prior  to  Chapter  82  of  the  Acts  of 
1918,  -and  six  hundred  thousand  .($600,000) 
dollars  shall  be  expended  in  the  territory  an- 
nexed to  Baltimore  City  by  said  Act.

An  ordinance  to  authorize,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  passed  at 
its  January  Session  in  the  year  1920,  Chapter  560, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  to  issue 
the  stock  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore to  an  amount  not  exceeding  ten  million 
dollars  ($10,000,000)  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
the  costs  and  expenses  of  developing,  extending 
and  improving  the  Harbor  of  Baltimore  and  its  fa- 
cilities, the  purchase  of  such  lands  and  other  prop- 
erty, the  construction  and  establishment  of  such 
extensions,  alterations  or  changes  in  the  public 
wharves,  docks  and  piers  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
and  the  construction  and  establishment  of  new 
public  wharves,  docks,  piers  and  such  warehouses, 
sheds,  structures  and  buildings  as  may  be  deemed 
proper  or  desirable  in  connection  with  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  said  Act,  and  providing  that  none 
of  the  proceeds  of  said  Loan  shall  be  spent  for 
any  of  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  authorized  to 
be  used  until  after  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Esti-

Instruments,  such  as  surgical,  architect- 
ural, mathematical,  surveying,  etc.,  shall  be  des- 
ignated by  the  kind,  character,  design,  name  of 
maker,  and  any  initials,  inscriptions  or  pecu- 
liar distinguishing  marks  or  characteristics, 
whether  upon  the  case  or  the  instruments. 

(j)  Tools  shall  be  designated  by  the  trade  in 
which  the  same  may  be  used,  whether  carpen- 
ter's,  machinist's   or  otherwise;    also   all   num- 
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bers,  Dame  of  maker  or  number,  and  any  init- 
ials, inscriptions  or  peculiar  distinguishing 
marks  or  characteristics,  whether  upon  the  tools 
or  upon  the  box  or  case. 

(k)  Clothing  shall  be  designated  by  kind, 
character,  whether  lady's,  gentleman's  or 
child's,  color,  size,  material,  maker's,  owner's 
or  alterer's  name,  if  attached,  and  any  initials, 
inscriptions  or  peculiar  distinguishing  marks  or 
characteristics. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  tine  of  from 
«>ne  to  ten  dollars  for  the  tirsr  offense,  and  for 
the  second  or  subsequent  offense,  a  line  of  ten 
to  fifty  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  other  tines  ami 
penalties  are  collected.

Be  if  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Thai  every  junk 
dealer  and  dealer  in  second-hand  persona]  prop- 
erty shall  keep  at  his  place  of  business  a  hook  or 
hock-  in  which  shall  be  legibly  written,  in   Eng- 
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lish,  at  the  time  of  each  transaction  in  the 
course  of  his  business,  an  accurate  account  of 
such  transaction  (except  as  to  the  purchase  of 
rags,  bones,  old  iron  and  paper  by  junk  deal- 
ers), setting  forth  an  accurate  description  of 
the  goods,  articles  or  things  purchased  or  re- 
ceived on  account  of  money  paid  therefor,  and 
the  name,  residence  and  description  of  the  pei- 
son  selling  or  delivering  the  same;  the  said  de- 
scription shall  consist  of  the  color,  sex,  approx- 
imate height  and  age,  and  any  distinguishing 
feature  of  such  person. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  every  juuk  dealer  and  dealer  in  second- 
hand persona]  property  shall  every  day,  except 
Sunday,  before  the  hour  of  10  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  deliver  to  the  Marshal  of  Police,  on 
blank  forms  to  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by 
the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  of  Balti- 
more City,  a  legible  and  accurate  description  of 
every  article  or  thing  received  by  him  during 
the  business  day  next  preceding  (except  as  to 
the  purchase  of  rags,  bones,  old  iron  or  paper 
by  a  junk  dealer),  together  with  a  description 
of  the  person  selling  or  delivering  the  same,  in- 
cluding the  color,  sex,  approximate  height  and 
age,  and  any  distinguishing  features  of  such 
person.

its  representatives  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they 
shall  be  nnable  to  agree  between  themselves, 
shall  appoint  a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  deci- 
sion of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be 
final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation  and  valu- 
ation aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  two 
arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail 
to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  such  umpire. 

Sf.ctiox  6.  And  ho  it  further  ordained. 
that  the  right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the  interest  of 
the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  reg- 
ulation  and   control    in    respect    to    all    matters 
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connected  with  the  grant  herein  contained  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof,  and  that 
in  the  event  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  refusing,  neglecting  or  failing  to 
comply  with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions 
upon  which  the  said  franchise  or  right  are  here- 
hy  granted,  said  franchise  or  right  shall  be  and 
become  wholly  null  and  void. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  the  said  grantee  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying  down  from 
time  to  time,  its  said  railroad  tracks  on  Towson 
Street,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grade  of 
such  street  as  the  same  is  now  or  may  hereafter 
be  established  by  law,  and  shall  at  its  own  ex- 
pense keep  the  space  between  the  said  tracks 
and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thor- 
ough repair,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense  keep 
the  same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstructions, 
but  without  obstructing  the  other  portions  of 
aaid  street  on  either  side  of  said  track,  and  shall 
pay  to  the  City,  if  and  so  often  as  said  street 
shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents  duly 
authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repav- 
ing  the  space  between  said  tracks  and  for  two 
feet  on  either  side  thereof.  The  said  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  also  pay  to 
the  City  within  ten  days  after  written  notice 
from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount 
due.  the  cost  of  relocating,  strengthening  or  en- 
casing in  concrete,  all  sub-surface  structure  be- 
longing to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, located  in  the  street  beneath  the  space 
between  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either 
side  thereof,  and  shall  also  pay  to  the  City, 
within  ten  days  after  written  notice  from  the 
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Highways  Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost 
of  relocating  anv  surface  structures  belonging 
to  the  City  made  necessary  by  the  construction 
of  said  tracks,  the  judgment  of  the  Highways 
Engineer  as  to  the  work  necessary  to  safeguard 
said  sub-surface  structures  and  as  to  the  neces- 
sity of  relocating  any  surface  structure  to  be 
final;  aud  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Kail- 
road  Company  shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within 
ten  days  after  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of 
such  additional  sewer  inlent  or  inlets  with  the 
necessary  connecting  pipe  or  pipes;  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  are  re- 
quired for  the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  as 
the  result  of  the  construction  of  said  tracks. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  in  consideration  of  the  rights  hereinbefore 
granted,  the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  within  ten  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  all  expense 
of  advertising  and  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
and  Eighty-two  Dollars  ($582.00)  and  a  like 
sum  of  Five  Hundred  and  Eighty-two  Dollars 
($582.00)  annually  thereafter;  and  in  further 
consideration  of  the  rights  hereinbefore  grant- 
ed, the  said  grantee  shall  convey  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  by  a  deed  to  be 
approved  by  the  City  Solicdtoar,  the  triangular 
parcel  of  ground  belonging  to  said  Railroad 
Company  and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  north  right-of- 
way  Hue  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad, 
where  -aid  right-of-way  Line  intersects  the  line 
between  Lands  now  or  formerly  belonging  to  The 
Torsch    Packing    Company    and    lands   now   or

formerly    belonging    to    the    Mayor    and    City 
Council  of  Baltimore  City; 

Thence  northeasterly  along  the  right-of-way 
line  of  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  276  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  its  intersection  with  the  line 
between  lands  formerly  belonging  to  James 
Woodall  and  lands  formerly  belonging  to  Trus- 
tees of  James  Woodside; 

Thence  southwesterly  along  aforesaid  line 
between  lands  of  James  Woodall  and  lands  of 
Trustees  of  James  Woodside  a  distance  of  80 
feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  southerly  right-of-way 
line  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany; 

Thence  southwesterly  along  southerly  right- 
of-way  line  of  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  a 
distance  of  130  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a  point; 

Thence  northwesterly,  and  being  parallel  to 
the  north  line  of  Clement  Street  a  distance  of 
118  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

It  is  intended  to  describe  hereby  the  tract  of 
right-of-way  now  belonging  to  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  that  lies  adjacent, 
and  to  the  southwest  of  the  land  acquired  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from 
James  Woodall,  Trustees  of  James  Woodside 
and  Malcolm  Baxter,  Jr.,  for  the  Third  Sec- 
tion of  the  Key  Highway. 

Section  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  non-compliance  at  any  times  or  times  by 
the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  with  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  shall 
operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby  made; 
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which  shall  thereupon  be  and.  become  void;  and 
thai  nothing  short  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as 
a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of  the  grant  hereby 
made. 

Section    10.     And   be   it  further  ordained, 

that  if  at  any  time  the  tracks  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  be  removed, 
or  if  the  tracks,  or  either  of  them,  hereby 
authorized  shall  be  acquired  by  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  munic- 
ipal trackage  system,  01  for  any  other  purposes 
of  the  municipality,  then  this  ordinance  shall 
Ik.4  void,  and  all  the  franchises  and  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine  without  com- 
pensatiou  to  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, as  to  the  track  or  tracks  so  acquired  by 
the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  shall  be  con- 
structed under  the  supervision  of  and  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Highways  Engineer 
and  that  the  rails  to  be  used  in  the  said  con- 
struction and  renewals  thereof  from  time  to 
time,  shall  be  of  such  character  as  the  High- 
ways Engineer  shall  determine.  The  grantee 
hereunder  shall,  from  time  to  time,  change  the 
location  of  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  to  be 
constructed  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Highways  Engineer  the  public  convenience  may 
require  it,  and  he  -hall  issue  a  written  order 
therefor  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimate-. 

Section  xl2.     A  nd  be   it  further  ordained, 

that  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany   shall    not    be   permitted    to   stand   any   car 
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or  cars  on  the  two  tracks  hereby  authorized  to 
be  constructed  on  Towson  Street. 

Section  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  granting  to  The  United  Railways  and 
Electric  Company  of  Baltimore,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  op- 
erate tracks,  curves  and  switches,  with  the  neces- 
sary poles,  wires  and  overhead  construction,  as 
follows:  To  construct  an  additional  track  on  Or- 
leans street  between  Broadway  and  Wolfe  street 
connecting  with  the  existing  westbound  track  on 
Orleans  street  at  Broadway;  and  double  curves 
around  the  northwest  corner  of  Orleans  street  and 
Wolfe  street  connecting  the  existing  track  and  the 
additional  track  herein  provided  for  with  the  ex- 
isting double  tracks  on  Wolfe  street;  and  a  single 
track  connecting  curve  around  the  southeast  corner 
of  Wolfe  and  Monument  streets  connecting  the  ex- 
isting northbound  tracks  on  Wolfe  street  with  the 
existing  eastbound  track  on  Monument  street;  and 
a  single  track  curve  around  the  northwest  corner 
of  Monument  street  and  Patterson  Park  avenue 
connecting  the  existing  eastbound  track  on  Monu- 
ment street  with  the  existing  northbound  track  on 
Patterson  Park  avenue;  and  to  run  on  the  afore- 
said tracks  cars  to  be  propelled  by  electricity  or 
by  storage  system,  or  by  any  improved  system 
which  may  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  High- 
ways Engineer.

t hereon,  and  also  erect  and  maintain  the  neces- 
sary poles,  wires  and  overhead  construction  and 
appurtenances  as  may  Ik?  necessary  and  proper 
for  said  curves,  connections  and  switches,  name- 
ly :  To  construct  an  additional  track  on  Orleans 
street  between  Broadway  and  Wolfe  street  con- 
nect ing  with  the  existing"  westbound  track  on 
Orleans  street  at  Broadway;  and  double  curves 
around  the  northwest  corner  of  Orleans  street 
and  Wolfe  street  connecting*  the  existing  track 
and  the  additional  track  herein  provided  for 
with  the  existing  double  tracks  on  Wolfe  street; 
and  a  single  track  connecting  curve  around  the 
southeast  corner  of  Wolfe  and  Monument  streets 
connecting  the  existing  northbound  track  on 
Wolfe  street  with  the  existing  eastbonnd  track 
on  Monument  street;  and  a  single  traek  curve 
around  the  northwest  corner  of  Monumeut  street 
and  Patterson  Park  avenue  connecting  the  ex- 
isting eastbonnd  track  on  Monument  street  with 
the  existing  northbound  track  on  Patterson 
Park  avenue;  and  to  run  on  the  aforesaid  tracks 
cars  to  be  propelled  by  electricity  or  by  the 
storage  system,  or  by  any  improved  system 
which  may  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  High- 
ways Engineer. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  the  said  railway  tracks  shall  be  built  and 
renewed  from  time  to  time  under  the  super- 
vision and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  High- 
ways En£rineer,  and  the  rails  and  renewals 
thereof  from  time  to  time  shall  be  of  the  mos1 
improved  pattern  of  girder  rails  and  of  a  sim- 
ilar gauge  to  tracks  now  in   use  in  said   City. 
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and  to  be  so  constructed  and  laid  down  as  not 
to  obstruct  or  impede  tbe  free  flow  of  water 
across  said  streets,  or  down  the  gutters  thereof. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  ordamedj 
that  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
shall  at  its  own  expense  in  laying  down  or  re- 
laying down  from  time  to  time  the  railway 
tracks  hereby  authorized  on  said  streets  adjust 
the  said  tracks  to  the  grades,  of  said  streets  as 
the  same  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  estab- 
lished by  law,  and  shall  at  its  own  expense  keep 
the  space  within  each  of  said  tracks  and  for  two 
feet  on  either  side  thereof,  in  thorough  repair, 
and  shall  at  its  own  expense  keep  the  same  free 
from  snow  or  other  obstructions,  but  without 
obstructing  the  other  portions  of  said  streets  on 
cither  side  of  said  tracks,  and  shall  pay  to  the 
City  if  and  so  often  as  said  streets  or  any  of 
them  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  its  officers  and 
agents,  or  any  other  officers  or  agents,  duly 
authorized  by  law,  the  cost  of  paving  or  repay- 
ing the  spaces  between  the  said  tracks  and  ex- 
tending for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof,  of 
whatever  material  the  same  may  be  constructed. 
The  Ignited  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of 
Baltimore  shall  also  pay  to  the  City,  within 
thirty  days  after  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of 
relocating,  strengthening  or  otherwise  protect- 
ing all  sub-surface  structures  belonging  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  located 
in  the  street  beneath  the  space  between  the  rails 
of  said  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side 
thereof,  and  shall  also  pay  to  the  City  within 
thirty  days  after  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  the  amount  due.  the  cost  of 
relocating  any  surface  structures  belonging  to

the  City  made  necessary  by  the  construction  of 
said  tracks,  the  judgment  of  the  Highways 
Engineer  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates 

as  to  the  work  necessary  to  safeguard  said  sub- 
surface structures  and  as  to  the  necessity  of 
relocating  any  surface  structures  to  be  final; 
and  the  said  Tinted  Railways  and  Electric 
Company  of  Baltimore  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  within 
thirty  days  after  written  notice  from  the  High- 
ways Engineer  of  the  amount  due.  the  oosl  of 
such  additional  sewer  inlet  or  inlets  with  the 
necessary  connecting  pipe  or  pipes  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Highways  Engineer  are  required 
for  the  purpose  of  proper  drainage  as  the  result 
of  the  construction  of  said  tracks.  The  said 
work  of  relocating  surface  structures  and  re- 
locating, strengthening  or  otherwise  protecting 
sub-surface  structures,  to  be  done  concurrently 
with  the  laying  of  said  tracks  and  before  the 
rest- 1 ration  of  the  street  paving. 

Section    4.     And    be    it    further    ordained, 

that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall  at  all  times  have  and  retain  the  power  and 
right  to  reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  inter- 
est, the  exercise  of  the  rights  herein  granted, 
each  of  which,  as  a  separate  grant,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  Section  37  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of 
Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  entitled  "City 
of  Baltimore,"  sub-title  "Charter"  and  provid- 
ing for  the  execution  and  enjoyment  of  rights 
within  six  months  after  the  grant :  and  that  the 
rights  herein  granted  shall  be  held  exercised 
and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty-five  years 
and  with  the  further  right  to  said  grantee  at  a 
fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation 
the  value  derived  from  said  right,  to  renewals 
not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  years  :

able to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  appoint

signs,  refusing,  neglecting  or  failing  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  upon  which 
the  said  franchises  and  rights  are  hereby  grant- 
ed, said  franchises  and  rights  shall  be  and  be- 
come wholly  null  and  void. 
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Section  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,

An  ordinance  to  condemn  and  open  Haddon  Avenue 
from  the  northwest  side  of  Lloyd  Avenue  to  the 
southeast  side  of  Packard  Avenue  in  accordance 
with  a  plat  thereof  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Com- 
missioners for  Opening  Streets,  on  the  Seventeenth 
day  of  March  1920,  and  now  on  file  in  said  office. 

Section   1.     Br   if  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Com- 
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missioners  for  Opening  Streets  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and 
open  Haddon  Avenue  varying  in  width  from 
40  feet  to  43.47  feet  from  the  northwest  side 
of  Lloyd  Avenue  to  the  southeast  side  of  Pack- 
ard Avenue,  the  land  hereby  directed  to  be  con- 
demned for  said  opening  being  described  as 
follows : 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  on  the 
northwest  side?  of  Lloyd  avenue,  60  feet  wide, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  second  line  as  described 
in  a  deed  from  John  M.  Hans  to  E.  Grace 
Macalister,  dated  March  24,  1911,  and  recorded 
among  the  Land  Records  of  Baltimore  Countv 
in  Liber  W.  P.  C.  No.  377,  folio  90;  and  run- 
ning thence  binding  on  said  second  line  north 
50°  00'  00"  west  66.19  feet  to  intersect  a  line 
drawn  southeasterly  through  the  division  line 
between  lot  No.  32  and  No.  33,  as  shown  on 
a  plat  or  plan  of  the  Ashburton  Realty  Com- 
pany ;  thence  reversing  said  line  so  drawn  and 
binding  thereon  and  on  the  division  line  between 
said  lots  No.  32  and  No.  33  north  53°  00'  00" 
west  in  all  213.88  feet  to  the  southeast  side  of 
Packard  avenue,  40  feet  wide,  as  shown  on  said 
plat  or  plan;  thence  binding  on  the  southeast 
side  of  said  Packard  avenue  north  37°  00'  00" 
east  40  feet  to  intersect  a.  line  drawn  parallel 
with  and  distant  40  feet  northeasterly  measured 
at  right  angles  from  the  second  line  in  this  de- 
scription ;  thence  reversing  said  line  so  drawn 
and  binding  thereon  south  53°  00'  00"  east  280 
feet  to  the  northwest  side  of  said  Lloyd  avenue :

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  proceedings  of  said  Commissioners  for 
Opening  Streets,  with  reference  to  the  condem- 
nation and  opening  of  said  Haddon  avenue,  and 
the  proceedings  and  rights  of  all  parties  inter- 
ested or  affected  thereby,  shall  be  regulated  by, 
and  be  in  accordance  with,  all  such  provisions 
of  Article  4  of  the  Public  Local  Laws  of  Mary- 
land, as  enacted  by  Chapter  123  of  the  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  the  year 
L898  (commonly  known  as  the  New  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City),  as  may  be  applicable  thereto, 
as  well  as  all  amendments  thereof,  and  also  any 
other  Acts  of  the  said  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland  which  may  be  applicable  thereto;  aad 
also  in  accordance  with  any  and  all  Ordinances 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
now  in  force  and  applicable  thereto.

if  any,  why  the  -aid  footway,  or  portion  there- 
of, should  not  he  graded,  paved,  repaved  or  re 
paired.  If  the  owner  of  any  property  cannot  be 
found  by  the  Highways  Engineer,  lie  shall  cause 
said  notice  t<>  he  conspicuously  posted  upon  the 
premises,  the  footway  of  which  is  found  by  said 
Highways  Engineer  to  he  in  need  of  grading, 
paving,  repaving  or  repairing.  Any  person  dis- 
satisfied with  the  decision  of  the  Highways  En- 
gineer with  reference  to  the  necessity  of  grad- 
ing, paving,  repaving  or  repairing  any  footway, 
or  portion  thereof,  may,  within  two  days  from

If  there  shall  l>e  no 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer, or  if,  after  appeal,  his  decision  shall  be 
affirmed  by  said  Appeal  Tax  Court,  then  said 
Highways  Engineer  shall  have  the  said  footway, 
or  said  portion  thereof,  so  in  need  of  grading, 
paving,  repaving  or  repairing  properly  graded, 
paved,  repaved  or  repaired.  All  footways  paved 
or  repaved  by  the  said  Highways  Engineer  shall 
be  paved  with  cement,  stone  or  brick,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Highways  Engineer,  in  a  suffi- 
cient and  substantial  manner  in  accordance  with 
the  specifications  of  the  Highways  Engineer  for 
cement,  <tone  or  brick  footways,  whichever  ma- 
terial may  be  selected  by  the  Highways  Engi- 
neer for  the  paving  and  repaving  or  repairing 
of  said  footway.     All  such  paving,  repaving  or 
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repairing  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the 
said  specifications  and  in  the  manner  usually 
followed  in  modern  improved  sidewalk  paving, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  relating  to  public  contracts  and  work. 

22.  Upon  tbe  completion  of  the  work  of 
grading,  paving,  repaying  or  repairing  any  foot- 
way, or  part  thereof,  as  provided  in  Section  20 
hereof,  the  Highways  Engineer  shall  report  to 
the  Appeal  Tax  Court  of  Baltimore  City  the 
fact  that  such  grading,  paving,  repaying  or  re- 
pairing has  been  done  and  the  date  when  same 
was  completed,  and  the  total  expense  of  doing 
the  work,  including  the  expense  reasonably  in- 
curred by  the  Highways  Engineer  in  ascertain- 
ing the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  property 
abutting  upon  the  footway  so  graded,  paved,  re- 
paved  or  repaired,  and  the  names  of  said  abut- 
ting property  owners,  with  the  number  of  feet 
the  property  of  cadi  abuts  upon  said  footway  so 
graded,  paved,  repaved  or  repaired.  Upon  re- 
ceipt of  said  report  from  the  Highway?  Engi- 
neer, the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall  publish  a 
notice  once  in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  of 
Baltimore  City,  stating  that  such  footway  has 
been  graded,  paved,  repaved  or  repaired,  as  the 
case  may  be,  giving  the  location  thereof  and 
stating  that  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  will  hear  any 
owner  of  property  abutting  thereon  in  reference 
to  his  liability  for  the  whole  or  part  of  the  cost 
of  such  work,  within  ten  days  after  publication 
of  said  notice.  And  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall 
hear  any  such  owner  who  may  desire  to  be  heard 
within  said  ten  days,  and,  after  the  expiration 
of  said  ten  days,  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  shall 
assess  the  entire  cost  incurred  by  the  Highways 
Engineer  in  doing  said  work,  together  with  the 
expense  of  the  notice  published  by  the  Appeal 
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Tax  Court,  upon  all  ownera  of  property  abutting 
upon  said  footway  upon  which  said  work  was 
done,  in  proportion  to  the  Dumber  of  feel  which 
the  property  of  cadi  of  said  owners  abuts  upon 
said  footway.  Any  person  so  assessed  shall 
have  twenty  days  after  the  making  of  said  as- 
sessment by  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  in  which  to 
appeal  to  the  Baltimore  City  Court,  and,  upon 
taking  any  such  appeal,  he  shall  have  the  righl 
to  have  all  questions  relating  to  his  liability  to 
said  assessment  determined  by'the  said  Court,  or 
by  a  Jury  if  a  Jury  trial  is  asked,  in  the  same 
manner  as  questions  relating  to  the  assessment 
dt"  benefits  in  street  condemnations  are  heard 
and  determined  by  said  Court.  After  the  ex- 
piration of  said  twenty  days,  the  Appeal  Tax 
Court  shall  report  the  assessment  so  made  to  the 
City  Collector,  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  the 
same  in  the  same  manner  as  taxes  upon  real 
estate  are  collected.  Said  assessments  -hall  be 
liens  upon  the  property,  the  owners  of  which  arc 
so  assessed,  from  the  date  of  the  completion  of 
the  work  for  which  such  assessments  arc  made, 
subject,  as  to  any  party  who  may  have  appealed, 
to  the  final  determination  of  the  Court  or  Jury 
upon  such  appeal.  In  the  event  such  assessment 
is  sustained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  Court  or 
a  Jury,  the  lien  shall  relate  back  to  the  time  of 
completing  the  work.  Said  assessments  shall  be 
due  and  payable  as  soon  as  reported  to  the  City 
Collector,  and,  if  not  paid,  shall  hear  interest 
from  the  first  of  the  month  succeeding  the  date 
of  such  report.  And  the  City  Collector  shall 
have  the  same  remedies  for  the  collection  of  -aid 
3sments  and  interest  as  are  provided  by  law 
or  ordinance  for  the  collection  of  ordinary  taxes 
upon  real  estate.  Provided  that  no  interest  shall 
be  collected  upon  any  such  assessment  which  is 
paid   within   the  calendar   month    next   after  the 
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one  in  which  such  assessment  was  received  by 
the  Collector. 

•2-\.  In  addition  to  the  remedy  provided  in 
Section  22  hereof,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  recover, 
by  suit  or  action  at  law  from  the  owner  of  any 
property  abutting  upon  any  footway  which  may 
be  graded,  paved,  repaved  or  repaired  by  the 
Highways  Engineer,  in  pursuance  of  Section 
20  hereof,  the  cost  of  the  work  upon  said  foot- 
way in  front  of  the  property  of  such  abutting 
owner. 

24.  The  Highways  Engineer  is  authorized, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  to  draw  on 
the  City  Comptroller  in  anticipation  of  the  col- 
lection from  abutting  property  owners  for  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
grade,  pave,  repave  or  repair  any  footway  as 
hereinabove  provided. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained, 
that  all  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

near  Potomac  Street  to  Loner's  Lane:  thence  south 
on  Loney's  Lane,  as  same  is  to  be  widened  under 
an  ordinance  now  pending  in  the  City  Council,  to 
Chase  Street:  thence  easterly  on  Chase  Street,  as 
same  shall  be  opened  under  the  ordinance  now  pend- 
ing in  the  City  Council,  to  Fifth  Street:  also  double 
tracks  on  Preston  Street  crossing  Loney's  Lane  into 
private  property,  and  also  such  branch-offs  from  the 
tracks  on  Chase  Street  into  the  property  of  the  Co-
